as possible, to set forth the reasons which, upon 
tbe I'm! l' -t < -n-iiieraiion that I have had the op- 
portunity of giving to this subject, constrain nie 
to voi« asain-t tlii* report. In some respects, 
undoubtedly, the amendment proposed by the 
cotuniitioe of Conference meets my cordial ' con- 
cufMise*. I was opposed to the admission of 
Kan<-*s upon the lusi^ of the Lecompton Consti- 
tution, because J thought that instrument not only 
did not uxprm* the will of the people of Kansas, 
but was ifgaiMt their Known will and wishes; and 
moreover I thought it had been made by fraud 
and political trickery. I opposed, therefore, the 
enforcement of that constitution upou the people 
of Kansa'. That was the main point of contro- 
versy then. Gentlemen on the other side regard- 
ed ii as being presented in all the forms of law, 
and MM that, those forms of law through which 
this question had passed in the Territory of Kan- 
sas, precluded us from any examination beyond 
them. I supposed that forms were only intend- 
ed to proniot" and ascertain the truth— not that 
they confined and crushed the truth and preclud- 
ed all examination into it. 

I was opposed to enforcing this instrument upon 
vlie people against their will, and stained, as I 
supposed, with fraud. Other gentlemen took dif- 
ferent views of the case, and insisted upon its 
prompt and immediate adoption and tttc absolute 
admission of the State into the Union upon it. — 
The committee of Conference, in their consider- 
ation of the subject, have changed the views 
which were entertained by the Senate at that 
time, and have now agreed to abandon the Le- 
compton Constitution, so far at least as to sub- 
mit it to the people of Kansas now for their alhr- 
inatiou. So fai we are apreed. 

But, sir, in making that submission to the peo- 
ple, certain consequences are attached to it, which, 
I think, are an unjust, an improper incumbrance 
upon the ti tf liplii ol the people to choose their 
institutions tor themselves. In the bill substitut- 
ed by the House of Representatives in place of 
the Senate's bill, there was a lair submission of 
the Lecompton Constitution provided for, and 
the people were told, "if you "affirm this, very 
well; it is all at your discretion; a matter of 
choice with you, free, uninfluenced, fair; choose 
as you please; and if you choose to reject this 
constitution as not satisfactory to you, a conven- 
tion of the people of the Territory shall be iin 
mediately called, to make such constitution as 
is satisfactory; and upon that constitution's being 
made, and upon a refeience of it to the people, il 
they shall afhrm what the convention has done, 
the President of the United States being made 
acquainted with the fact, shall announce by pro- 
clamation, and thereafter the State shall be con- 
sidered as one of the Union." 

That, is the bill which the Senate has voted 
apainst. The committee of Conference, aban 
doning.us I say, the enforcement of the Lecomp- 
ton Constitution as an absolute one. and the ad- 
mission of the State as an absolute admission, come 
to onr ground, so far as to agree that that instru- 
ment shall be submitted to the people. The com 
mittee of Conference say it shail be submitted to 
the people, but how submitted'' In the /air, 
open, unincumbered manner that it was to be bv 
the bill of the House of Representatives'' No, 
»ir. 

[!s**e said that thi- new amendment proposes 
the submission of the constitution. I am sub 
stantialiv correct in that statement,. Literally, 
however, it is but a submission of certain grant* 
of land which have been habitually made by Con- 
press upon the iormation and admission of new 
States— grants for school purpose, grants for a 
university, grants for establishing a seat of Gov- 
erment. It submits these grants and the condi- 
tion upon which they are made, to-wit: that the 
State accepting them shall not be at liberty to in- 
icrfere with the disposal of the public lands or to 
impose taxes upon them — it refers this formal 
part of the instrument of admission to the people. 
It submits to them the question. Are you wil 
ling u take these grant* of lands or not? That 
is tlie only question to be submitted to the poo 
pie; but by legislation a consequence is to flow 
from their action perfectly arbitrary in its nature, 
and altogether illogical in the conclusion. If 
they arc willing ta take the land, it is to be infer 
red that they are willing to take a constitution 
« hieh is known to be obnoxions to them? Aud 
if they reject the gi ants of land for any reason, 
or without any reason, they are to be considered 
M rejecting the constitution. Here is a side issue, 
or a collateral constitution, infinitely m ore im- 
port ant than the direct question propound ed to the 



Now , sir, why is this? It ia in effect, I grant, 
for I do no: wish lo stand ou mere form ali ties or 
technicalities, a submission of the con? ti tution to 
the people. It is a sort of feigned issue out ol 
Congress. That issue the people are to try. The 
wor'.d, looking at that issue, might say: "Well, 
what of this; what do you say about the constitu- 
tion, there is nothing here about it? " Oh, well, 
but we will annex, by law, a legal consequence, 
though no man would ever think of deriving it as 
a legitimate aud lopical consequer.ee, and that 
consequence shall be, if you take t tie land, you 
take another thinp entirely distiu ct from it— a 
certain constitution. You agref; to waive all 
your objections to what you regard as its obnox 
ious character or obnoxious part* , if you take the 
land. If you do not want the lam' , or if you reject 
it because it is not us much as you desire or as 
much as you hoped for, then you shall be consider 
ed as rejecting the constitution , though you may, 
in fact, be satisfied with it. Is this a fair submis- 
sion of it to the people? You say to them, in effect, 
"vote for this obnoxions constitution; agree to 
put this little voke on vour necks; and vou shall 
be rewarded for it with lands without "limit al 



Sir, is not that offeiing temptation? They aro 
to have the land if they accept the constitution; 
if they do not, they are not to have it. Does it 
mean to hold out the idea that, by possibility, 
this is their last chance for obtaining the land, 
and that having once rejected in due form of law, I turbances. 
this form of law shall be set up against them as | out of it 



tion, and you shall do it instantly, and 
make no inquiry as to your numbers. 

Only accept this constitution, and all these 
things are yours; but reject it, and you sha ll not 
only not come in now as a sovereign State, but 
we will inquire into your numbers, aud you shall 
not come in now under any form of constitu- 
tion, until vour population shall amount to that 
number which is fixed by the general law 
as the ratio of representation throughout the coun - 
try. 

Here, sir, are the benefits, and here are the 
penalties that arc to attend upon the vote to be 
given in Kansas. Is this a fair submission? Is it 
for us — guardians, if of nothing else, of the po- 
litical morality of the country — to put such a 
temptation in the way of our people, those who 
are subject to our laws, and must follow our bid- 
ding? If these are unfair incumbrances upon the 
right of suffrage, is it not wrong in us to place 
this great free principle under such trammels and 
incumbrances as we are now doing? So it 
seems to me; and, in my opinion, those who 
consider it candidly will come to the same conclu- 
sion. 

If my friends who have been in favor of the 
Lecompton Constitution, and especially those 
who have been opposed to its submission to the 
people, shall look candidly at it, they will see, 
not onW the submission which they oppose has 
been granted, but see that that submission, and 
the vote which is to be given under it. are in- 
cumbered by conditions, by trammels, and by 
temptations' which ought not to be presented by 
us to any portion of our people. Must not that 
be their conclusion? 

Mr. President, anxious as lam to see this sub 
ject entirely settled, and this Kansas volcano ex- 
tinguished, closed up. tilled up forever, I would 
rather that these measures would all fail, and 
Kansas be left just where you found her, than 
where this bill would place her. To do nothing 
would place her where this bill would; but it 
would place her there without this injurious and 
unjust legislation on our part. This bill, if she 
refuses to accept the Lecompton Constitution, 
remits her to a territorial condition. She is now 
in a territorial condition. She will remain in 
it, if no legislation be adopted by Congress. 

What good, then, is this to effect? Is not 
every gentleman here morally certain that all 
these temptations will fail, and that this consti 
tution will be rejected? Iam perfectly certain 
that it will be rejected; she will be a Territory 
then, under the force of this legislation. She is 
a Territory now; and she will c .ntinue to be a 
Territory if this bill passes, and she rejects the 
constitution. Then what have we gained by it? 
Nothing; not a straw; not the dust in the bal- 
ance in which the peace of the country is weigh- 
ed. 

Another and further distinction between the 
House bill and this bill is, that the House bill 
provided, in case of t'ae rejection of the Le- 
compton Constitution, an immediate remedy 
for that, bv calling another convention, which 
convention, before the Mil session of Congress, 
the bill supposed, would have formed a consti 
tution, which would have been acted upon, and 
we should come here finding Kansas a Slate in 
the Union— at any rute, the question put out of 
our hands; for if they rejected this, we provided 
the means of their maki np another. 

This bill says, if they reject this, there is no 
means of their making another, and they shall 
not have another; it sh all be postponed indefinite- 
ly; and we here authorize them, when they have 
obtained a certain amount of population, but not 
till then, to make a constitution, thus leaving this 
vexed and vexatious question open, to pour out 
further troubles on the land. 

It abandons, then— and that is all it does in 
concurrence with my ideas of the proper course 
on this subject — the Lecompton Constitution, 
by agreeing to submit it to the people. It does 
no more than the House bill did on that point. 
In all the rest it is a poor, inaimed imitation of 
the bill of the House, worse for every change 
that has been made, and by these very changes 
creating insuperable obstacles to prevent those 
who view it as I do from giving their concur- 
rence to the report of this committee. I rejoice 
at it so far as they go to abandon the Lecorop 
ton Constitution; 'but. sir, how strangely are 
the views changed upon this subject, which will 
be satisfied with this report of the committee 
here 1 

The President, in his special message, after 
arguing the question, and recommending and 
urging us to adopt the Lecompton Constitution, 
among other reasons says it is the shortest and 
quickest wav to close up this Kansas question 
and all the agitations that have grown out of it. 
That is one of the President's inducements. — 
He tells us that will be the consequence. He 
tells us if we do not agree to it, dangeious results 
will follow. This was the argument here. — 
What now do the committee of conference pro 
pose? They abandon the President; they aban 
don all his reasons; they abandon his recom- 
mendation; his authority is set at naught; and 
what do they do? After having given the 
President much reason to believe that, to this 
extent at least, 'that is. of shortening the method 
of settling the Kansas question.} they concurred 
with him in opinion, as the arguments of gen- 
tlemen did on the original bill, they now turn 
round and say it is far from their purpose to 
adopt the shortest and the quickest way for the 
admission of Kansas, to quell all these disturb- 
ances, and to quiet the land, by admitting her 
into the Union; that is not their purpose at all; 
now they say to her, if she does not take this 
thing she shall not come into the Union; she 
shall wait — how long I do not know; the Presi- 
dent does not know. 

All the celerity of movement to a particular 
goal is laid aside; and now if the President 
concurs in it, as if it were in resentment on his 
part, which I would not attribute to him — but 
resentment itself could not have dictated a 
course more calculated to avenge the wrong of 
refusing the Lecompton Constitution absolutely, 
than the one which is now proposed, that unless 
they take it they shall not come into the Union 
for an indefinite time — by the adoption of this 
amendment his friends say to the President, aud 
by this report the committee of conference say 
to him, "we do not care whether that time is 
long or short: we do not agree with you, sir, on 
the question of the Lecompton Constitution or 
a continuation of all difficulties and all the dis- 
id all the perils which have grown 
the country." That is the action 



an estoppel — I think the word we have heard so 
often is estoppel — against their ever having any 
more land? Will the world cousiderit fair? Will 
the people of the United States consider it fair? 
If the people of Kansas are entitled to vote upon I cannot vote for the report 
the Lecompton Constitution, they are entitled to 
it in virtue of their right oJ Self-government; they 
are entitled to it in virtue of that great sovereign 
popular right, by virtue of which every govern- 
ment that we represent here stands. We have no 
right to diminish, no right to control, no right to 
incumber it. It is their right, and you have no 
right to annex penalties or conditions to the ex 
ercise of it. Although I have no idea that it is 
the intention of Congress to withhold from them, 
at any time hereaf ter, these lands; yet read this 
bill, and see if that is not the impression il may 
make. At any rate, this is a great hfipus offered 
to them for immediate admission. This is cal- 
culated to take away from the submission the 
the complexion of fairness and equality; it 
iscalculatcd to take away from it the face of jus 

More than that: not only is this reward to ac- 
company one rote that tbev may give, but there 
is another consequence. This measure savs to 
the people of Kansas: "if you choose to take' this 
Lecompton Constitution, with all its imperfec 
Hons on its bead; if you choose to silence all the 
i and all the denunciations which you 



that is the legislation of Congress, if this report 
be adopted. 

I do not wish unueceesarily to enlarge on this 
subject. I have stated the main reasons why I 
It seems to me to 
be in perfect consonance with the prejudices 
and suspicions which have beeu excited iu 
Kansas, that the committee of conference pro- 
pose a change in the board to govern the elec- 
tion which the bill of t ie House prescribed 
and authorized. That authorized four com 
missioners, the Governor, and Secretary of the 
Territory, two officers of the President's ap- 
pointment, and two individuals of the Terri- 
tory who might be, the one tbe President of 
the Council, and the other the Speuker of the 
House of Representatives of the Legislature 
Any three of them were to constitute a board. 
Nothing, therefore, could be done in the board 
without one of the President's appointees being 
there, or one of the people's appointees being 
there. 

Here the board is increased to the number of 
five, and another officer of the President's ap 
pointment— the district attorney of the Territo 
ry — is added, making five — any three of whom 
may act; so that the judges appointed by the 
President to guard this election will constitute 
a. majority, and can decide anything and every - 
_ thing, anil have the election in their own hands, 
have made against it; if you choose to humiliate | We know that this matter of regulating elec- 

has beeu one of the great causes of jeal- 
and suspicion and complaint in Kansas; I 
not gay how justly, for that is not in

tion; but we have evidence enough unquestion- 
ably to show that the public* mind there has 
been full of jealously, full of suspicion., of those 
who regulated their elections. It has been 
charged that they controlled them by pretended 
votes, by false returns, or by one unfairness or 
another at the polls — polls which vraro govern 
ed entirely by party judges. 

The bill" of the House proposed to take them 
out of the hands of party altogether, so that 
neither should have any right to complain. It 
proposed to have a power above party in this 
particular to govern and control this election. 
We chose men who, by their official siations, 
stood high, and whose integrity* might be relied 
upon; but this committee proposes to add a fifth, 
which destroys the character of impartiality — 
that character calculated to repel suspicion, 
and repel jealousy. This is comparatively a 
small affair, and I would give very little con- 
sequence to it; but the other is the main 
ground of objection, as it seems to me. It is 
not fair; it is not equal; it is not just. I ask 
my friends of the South, if the case were re 
versed between the North and the South, what 
would the South say to such a mode of submis- 
sion? 

What would the South say to the North if the 
North proposed to her, "we will submit this 
constitution; wc will say that if you accept it 
we will give you land; we will give you imme- 
diate admission into the Union as a State; we 
will say to all the aspirants in the Territory, 
'you w ho want to be Senators, you who hope to 
obtain that honored place, you who want to be 
Representatives from the new State, (and these 
are generally the first and influential citizens,) 
to you we offer immediate admission, and the 
immediate opportunity of obtaining these cher 
ished ami hoped for honors; but reject it, 
and you shall be indefinitely postponed." That 
is not fair. What would the South say if the 
case were reversed, and the North were to put 
this form of question to a proposed State that 
had a majoritv in favor of slavery aud a slave 
State 1 Would they not think it "very hard? I 
would. I would spurn it; I would resist it — 
tesist it to the uttermost. I would demand for 
those of my section a fair election upon equal 
terms. 

You have waited too long for the application 
in this case of a rule requiring a certain popu- 
lation before Kansas can be admitted. 1 believe, 
as far back as the last Congress, the bill of my 
friend from Georgia, [Mr. Toombs, j proposed 
to authorize them to come into the Union with 
the numbers they then had. I voted for it; and 
we made th'i3 exception in respect to Kansas, on 
the ground not merely of right on her part, but 
because she was the source of so much trouble, 
and so much agitation throughout the land, 
that we desired to suppress the evil, and her 
admission was thought to be the best mode of 
doing it. The proposition for her admission in 
that bill, I am certain, was founded upon and 
moved by these patriotic and just considerations, 
ou the part of my friend from Georgia, even 
then. As long as there was a hope of establish 
ing the Lecompton Constitution arbitrarily on 
these people against their will, did anybody hear 
any serious objection made to it on the ground 
that they had not the requisite population? No, 
sir. 

It is now only announced; and coming in this 
way, it does come as a penalty upon the people. 
All our legislation has been based on the idea 
that in this exceptional case, to guard against 
the mischiefs that Kansas has created throughout 
the country; we would take her into the Union, 
bind her in the Federal chain, and leave her to 
herself, to drag that chain along as she could or 
might; to have upou her all its obligations, to 
govern herself, and to govern herself at her own 
hazard; and thus, to use a familir expression, 
localize all the trouble she might create among 
her own people, and confine it to them. We 
have pursued that policy; we have proceeded 
upon that concession upon every side, and by 
every one; we have legislated upon it through 
out up to this moment; and now, for the first 
time, after these long concessions, disfranchise 
ment is threatened; the penalty of being remitted 
indefinitely to a territorial condition is held out 
if the people do not accept a constitution that we 
know is obnoxious to them. 

I say, Mr. President, that it does not appear 
to me, that this is fair; and although I belong, 
as every man must do, to some pirt or some 
section of the country, I want to see justice done. 
My experience teaches me that justice alone is a 
lasting foundation, in public or in private life, 
for everything dear and valuable. It is the only 
sure, unshakable, imperishable foundation, and 
upon that basis alone can the connections and 
relations between States and nations be calcula 
ted on as permanently settled. Nothing else 
will do. The affections of the human heart 
may aid, I trust, have aided, I hope will long 
continue to aid, in strengthening this permanent 
foundation which justice herself has made, but 
these are transitory and changeable. Circum 
stances may create "a flow of kind feelings; cir 
cumstances may produce a fatal end to them. 
They will not do for a foundation that is laid 
upon the sand or upon the water, it is unstable, 
changeable. Justice is eternal, everlasting. If 
you want to secure it, the attempt merely to get 
up a good feeling for the moment is not suffi 
cient. It may be a remedy partially, for a day 
or for un hour; but that is not what we want. 
We want something that shall last. That is 
justice. Justice will quiet everybody. 

Then, is this justice? You want to quiet all 
these agitations. So do I; no man more than I. 
Anything and everything that was in my power 
would I do to accomplish the object. Let us try 
impartial injustice; no crimination, no retalia- 
tion. Do justice. Upon that we can stand firm, 
and defy all the accidents and chances of time or 
circumstances. That is my mode of giving se- 
curity to the North and to the South, to the East 
and to the West; and without it there will be no 
permanent peace, there will be no tranquility.— 
Evil generates nothing but evil; injustice gene 
rates nothing but injustice: and her steps are con- 
stantly from had to worse. Now, I ask, is this 
right? Is it just? That is the question the 
Senate ought to consider. Each gentleman can 
resolve it for himself. I have given the reasons 
which have guided me to the solution of that 
question at which I have arrived. 

We hear, Mr. President, a great deal about this 
section and that section, and a man's allegiance 
to one section and another section. Within a 
certain limit and scope, this language is allow 
able enough; but sir, take my case. What is the 
position of ray State? I know, in the sort of po 
litical geography which has been made of our 
country, in spite of the natural geography, the 
extremes of North and South have swallow- 
ed up all the States; but what propriety is there 
in this? b there not a great western section, 
geographically, as well us a northern and southern 
section. In my country we call ourselves 
western men. Geographically we have that po- 
sition in the Union. You have an extreme to 
the North, with its peculiar employments and its 
peculiar opinions. A different state of things 
exists at the extreme South. You are both upon 
the ocean; but where are wc? We are in the 
Great West — we are the Great West. 

Thouglmot equal at this time, in point of pop 
ulation, to either the northern or southern section, 
we are destined to be more in population than 
both of them put together — destiued to have 
more of the surplus of the products of the earth 
iu our hands than all the rest of the United 
States; occupying the most fertile region of the 
world in all that is necessary for the subsistence 
and comfort of mankind; arid, in the language of 
the famous French writer, De Tocqueville, oc- 
cupying a region the fiuest and the most glorious 
that the Almighty ever made for the habitation 
of man. That is our country in the West. We 
touch no ocean ; we are interior. We lie in no 
connection with the North; we are from the 
South. 

What peculiar interests does this geographical 
position of ours give us? North and South may 
occasionally have their passions excited to think 
that one or the other would be better off iu the case 
of a dissolution. We know that, we have seen 
some symptoms of it, unhappily for us all. We 
have heard the expression of such sentiments. — 
These are the sentiments of extremes, far sep- 
arated, aud with different institutions and to some 
extent different interests, leading occasionally to 
harseneat of feeling on either side. When a 



would be better o'ff without the U nion. The 
South has occasio Qa lly thought, you know, that 
she would be bet'.er without you. All these opin- 
ions may be hot . est, but all these variancee of 
sentiment lead to one deplorable effect, the break 
ing of our gre at Union, the destruction of the 
mightiest ho- , r , of man, the destruction of the 
mightiest hopes that all mankind might derive 
from our ex ample of public liberty aud public 
prosperity. 

For the reasons I have mentioned. North or 
South may be occasionally of opinion that their 
interests would be benefited by a separation — 
opinions honestly, it may be patriotically ex- 
pressed; but what must everlastingly be the sen 
sentiment of that great western region of coun- 
try to 'thich I have alluded? Their interest, if 
I may call it so. their peculiar interest, is the 
Union. There never can be a time when any 
one of us in that section can think it is our inter- 
est that this Union should be destroyed. I ask 
gentlemen here, coming from the region of which 
I speak, how many men are there that you have 
found in that region who countenance for a mo- 
ment the idea of dsiunion? They are all of one 
mind — instinctively of one mind". Instinctively 
they understund their interest; and that is the great 
pervading motive of mankind on which aloue 
durable relations can be established. What is 
your interest, you of the West? I have painted 
your.condition feebly, and your productions. 

What are you to do? Are your products to 
rot upon your hands, and be the cause of pesti- 
lence among you? No; but it must be so, un 
less you can find vent for them somewhere. Where 
are you to go? If a dismemberment of the 
Union takes place between the North and South, 
you are opposed to that, forever opposed to it, 
because it is to take away from you one of the 
means of access to the ocean, and to the world, 
and to the marts of the world, for the sale of 
your productions. If there was a division be 
twecn North and South, the West might be ex 
eluded entirely either from going to the markets 
of New York, or going to New Orleans/without 
being subject to tolls and taxes; aud could that be 
borne? It would be a mighty burden for them 
to bear. It is their interest to avoid that burden. 
It is their interest, their peculiar interest, and 
must ever remain so, to keep the Union together, 
in order that they may have that mighty scope of 
free trade which they uow enjoy. 

They will always have more to sell than any 
other equal number of people on the face of the 
earth. They have more than would glut New 
Orleans, more than would glut New York, if it 
could all be poured there. We want a'l these 
accesses. In our very position there is a local, a 
natural, a destined patriotism so far as the Union 
is concerned. Wc must be found in it. Our 
prosperity, I may say, if not our existence as an 
agricultural people, depends upon the preserva- 
tion of the Union, and all the means for expor- 
tation and for commerce that both the northern 
and southern sections afford. We must go through 
both sections in order to find markets abroad for 
those products which arc not to be consumed in 
our own country. We are enlisted and bound 
by an everlasting and perpetual bond of interest 
to stand by and protect the Union for the sake of 
the commerce, and for the sake of the freedom 
of trade which it, and it alone, secures to us. 
This is our peculiar interest. 

The North may have its; the South its; this 
is ours. You of this region ought to consider 
yourselves as bound by this interest, if possible, to 
superior care and vigilance over its preservation. 
We, having this interest always to guide us, an 
instructive as well as judicious guide, standing 
between these two extremes, ought to take care 
that justice be done by one extremity to the oth 
er. We have no interest, gentemen of the North 
aud South, that is not yours so far as mero union 
goes; but we have an interest beyond that; we have 
I material, a peculiar interest iu the preservation 
of the Union of these States for the sake of the 
trade and the market which it gives us. This 
ought to govern our actions. We should consid- 
er ourselves as the appointed guardians of this 
particular interest, having a deeper stake than 
others in the preservation of the Union, and 
bound to stand together in everv fretful moment 
of discontent between the North and South to see 
that equal justice be done to both and to all. 

This is the position which I feel for myself 
and my brother Senators who represent that 
section of the country; and I wish il were so 
that these great political truths were known and 
recognized, even in half their value, by every 
man who lives in that region, much less every 
one who represents them. We should be then 
as a sentinel set up in the Constitution, to 
watch over the Union, for the sake of protecting 
that which we shall be sure never to forget— 
our local and material interests. That will keep 
us awake constantly. Wo can have no preju 
dices against North or South. Our prosperity, 
to a great degree,depends upon them. We hail 
and cherish them all as ou r fellow-citizens, all 
as parts of the grand whole which constitutes us 
a uiijfhtv nation, now talked of in all the Courts 
of Europe as one of the great Powers of the 
earth; and but a few years shall sweep over us, 
when, instead of being one of the great Powers 
of the world, we shall be ranked as the greatest 
Power; when our word and our law, our w ords of 
justice and our laws of liberty, shall be heard of 
aud known throughout the habitable globe. 

What a glorious mission and what a bright 
day of prosperity is thus presented to us! Are 
we, the destined heirs and inheritors of such a 
mighty land as this is, to lower our thoughts to 
the practice of little arts and little policies, 
about the terms and conditions on which a little 
feeble Territory is to be admitted into the 
Union? Are we to be distracted with this Le- 
compton question? Is it fit for the considera- 
tion of men, born as we arc to such a mighty 
destiny — men from whose loins is to spring a 
generation who shall have a Government wider 
than imperial Rome possessed? Cannot we 
deal with these little things that disturb our peace, 
without allowing them to excite us into any acts 
that may even apparently be unjust or unequal— 
excite us to any unjust and fretful legislation on 
any subject? 

The very thoughts that are natural to a citi- 
zen of these great United States should prevent It. 
If he will but raise his eyes from the ground on 
which he treads, if he will lift up that face which 
God has given him to look to heaven and look 
forward, is there not enough to swell the heart of 
the nation, to give it a dignity and consequence 
in its own contemplations, to raise it above all 
the little mists and fretful policies of the day? 
We have only to think of ourselves, to appre- 
ciate ourselves, to act up to ourselves, and then 
tread in the paths of justice, disdaining to do 
anything but justice, equal justice — notonlv not to 
do injustice, and I am sure intentional injustice 
is not designed by any member — to do not only 
justice, but to avoid the suspicion or apperance 
of injustice in our conduct towards the different 
parts of this great and mighty family. This is 
the object I have endeavored to accomplish, with 
but little effect I know. 

I have acted in a spirit of entire abandon- 
ment of every selfish purpose and every selfish 
feeling. I may be altogether wrong in these 
views. I have done what I thought best for my 
country and my whole country — best for every 
part of it. The best way of protecting the pe 
culiar interest of every section is by doing equal 
justice; and that you may be sure I will always 
do, according to' my conception, where the 
South is concerned. She shall have justice; the 
North shall have justice; every portion of my 
country shall have justice as I understand it. It 
is in that spirit, a spirit inoffensive in itself to 
any one, that I have endeavored to make good 
my opposition to this Lecompton proceeding. 

Mr. President, with these remarks, and thank 
ful for the attention with which they have been 
received by the Senate, I will not trespass longer 
on their patience

If the feature was 
unconstitutional in the Crittenden substitute, it 
is also unconstitutional in the English bill. If 

luce the Presfdent to Teto the Crittenden sub- 
stitute, it ought also to be sufficient to induce him 
to veto the English bill. The Statesman pro 
u-sses to belong to the strict construction school 
of Democratic politicians, and has often declared 
that no mere consideration of policy should e\cr 
induce Congress or the Executire to violate the 
Constitution. The Statesman wrote a column to 
prove that the feature in question was unconsti- 
tional in the Crittenden substitute, and declared 
that the President should reject it on that ac 
count. We now apply the Statesman's remarks 



a party which has, according 
to his own argument, violated the Constitution. 

The Statesman denounced that in an Ameri- 
can of which he approves in a Democrat. But 
we have become accustomed to this sort of thing, 
and it no longer surprises us. Democratic organs 
in the North declared that the Crittenden substi- 
tute substantially vindicated the President's posi- 
tion, and yet denounced that substitute. Demo- 
cratic politicians and papers in this State declar- 
ed that a provision in the Crittenden substitute 
was unconstitutional, which provision they hearti- 
ly accept in the English bill. What is unconstitu- 
tional when proceeding from one party, is per- 
fectly legal when proceeding from another. Ad- 
mirable logic! beautiful consistency! What con 
fidence can be placed in the sincerity of such or- 
gans of such a party? 



Beautiful Consistency. 

One of the principal objections made by ad- 
ministration Democrats against Mr. Crittenden's 
substitute for the Green Kansas bill was, that 
the clause declaring that, if the people of Kansas 
should accept the Lecomptou Constitution, the 
Prcsid-nt should mlmit Kansas into the Union by 
his proclamation. was unconstitutional. They 
argued, with but slight show of reason, that this 
clause bestowed upon the President the power of 
admitting new States, and therefore it was con- 
trary to the Constitution, which instrument says 
that the Congress may admit new States. It was 
given out by the organs of the administration 
that, if the Crittenden substitute should be adopt- 
ed bv Congress, the President would certainly 
veto it on aceount of the unconstitutionality of 
the clause referred to. and the grinders were un- 
sparing in their denunciation of those who, as 
they contended, sought, not only to violate the 
Constitution, but also to place in the hands of 
the Executive a dangerous power. We have not 
from the beginning had the slightest doubt as 
to the entire legality of Mr. Crittenden's substi- 
tute, nor did we regard it as giving to the Presi- 
dent the power of admitting new States, by ac- 
centing flto substitute, Congress would have ad- 
mitted the State with a Constitution acceptable to 
the people to be governed by it But wc do not 
propose now to discuss the constitutionality of 
this clause, but merely desire to point out to our 
readers the readiness with which Democratic or- 
gans can turn sommersaults whenever their 
masters at Washington request it. 

The clause in Mr. Crittenden's substitute 
which was so bittcrlv opposed by administration 
Democrats, is as follows: 

"That the State of Kansas be, and is hereby 
admitted into the I'nion on an equal footing with 
the original States in all respects whatever; but 
inasmuch M it is greatly disputed whether the 
Constitution with which Kansas is now admitted 
was fairly made, or expresses the will of the 
people of Kausas, this admission of her into the 
Union as a State b here declared to be upon this 
fundamental condition precedent, namely: that 
the said constitutional instrument shall be first 
submitted to a vote of the people of Kansas and 
assented to by them or a majority of the voters at 
an election to be held for the purpose, and as 
soon as such assent shall be piven and dulv made 
known to the Pre^deut of the United States, he 
shall announee the same by proclamation, and 
thereafter and without any further proceedings on 
tfte part of Congress, the admission of said Stats of 
Kansas Mti the Union on an equal footing with the 
original States in all respects whatever , shall be 
complete and absolute.'' 

The President's mouth piece, Senator Bigler, 
contended stron-ly against this clause, in fact it 
was the main objection he made to the substi- 
tute. rt v:r co temporary of the Lexington States- 
man also gave up nearly a column of his valuable 
space to unequivocal condemnation of the man. 
ner of admitting the State, alleging that it 
was unconstitutional and asserting that the Presi- 
dent probably would and certainly ought to veto 
the bill, if it were passed by Congress, on that 
ground. The Statesman, moreover, could hardlv 
find terms sufficientlv strong to express its con- 
tempt for the person who originated the meas- 
ure; it didn't think Mr.'Crittenden was much of a 
constitutional law yer to make such a proposition 
We didn't give our cotemporary credit for a vast 
amount of sincerity in his opposition to this fea 
ture of the substitute, bnt believed he was la 
boring hard to find some graver objection to it 
than that it permitted the people of Kansas to 
say what Constitution they wished to live under 
It looked badly for a Cincinnati Platform Demo 
crat to object to a people having the opportuni 
tv of giving their fairly expressed trill concerning 
their organic law. and our cotemporary preferred 
to place his objection to the substitute upon some 
other trround. Being rather restless upon the 
question of popular sovereignty, he eagerly 
caught at the idea thrown out by Senator Bigler, 

passage of Mr Crittenden's substitute. But the 
best waj to ascertain the extent of our cotempo- 
rary's sincerity, will be to read the following ex- 
tract from the English bill, which he approves 
and endorses. After providing for an election to 
be held upon the question of accepting 5,000,000 
acr.-s of the public land, the English bill reads- 
"At said election the voting shall be by ballot, 
and by indorsing on his ballot, as each voter may- 
please, "proposition accepted," or "proposition re 
jected." Should the majority of votes be cast for 
"proposition accepted," the President of the United 
States, as soon as the fact is duly made known to 
him, shall announce the same by proclamation, and 
thereafter, and without any further proceedings on 
the part of Congress, tlie admission of the State of 
Kansas into th r Union on an equal footing with the 
original Slates, tn all respects wltatecer, shall be 
complete and absolute "

almost identical— the admission by procla- 
mation of the President, without further 
action on the part of Congress, being the same 
in both— and the only difference being thatCrit

Judge Nuttall vs. the Law. 

It will be remembered by our readers that 
some time since a man by the name of Hardesty 
killed Grubb, in Boone county, in this State, be- 
cause Grubb had seduced his sister. It was a 
premeditated wilful murder. Hardesty was ac. 
quitted at the last term of the Boone Circuit 
Court, and we find, in the Courier, that the sub- 
stance of the judgment pronounced by Judge 
Nuttall was as follows: 

JUDGMENT OF THE COURT. 

Sir: You have been indicted by a grand jury of 
your country upon a most heinous charge. You 
have put yourself upon your country and your 
God for deliverance. You have had a fair and 
impartial trial before them, and they have both 
pronounced you not guilty, and so say I. It may 
not be proper for me to express my sentiments, 
yet, nevertheless, I will do it. Young man! 
had I been wronged as you have been, I would 
have spent every dollar I had on earth, and all 
that I could have begged and borrowed, and then 
starved upon the track of the villain, but I 
would have imbrued mv hands in his blood. Go 
hence without day. You are acquitted!! 

If Grubb did seduce the sister of Hardesty, he 
committed as black a crime its there is upon the 
catalogue of outrages and villainies, and be de- 
served the severest penalties of the law. We 
have no sympathy with the crime, and no com- 
miseration whatever for the fate of the deceased. 
But while this is the case, Hardesty had no legal 
right to take the life of Grubb because of the of- 
fense alleged to have been committed by him. 
No private citizen has a legal right to take the 
law into his own hands, and that judicial officer, 
who, for any cause, advises or approves, in his 
official capacity, the commission of crime and 
murder, when there is no legal justification there 
for, disgraces his high position, and should be 
impeached and removed from office It is the 
solemnly sworn duty of a Judge to expound and 
execute the law as it is written, and not as he 
would wish it to be. The remarks which Judge 
Nuttall is reported to have made on the conclu- 
sion of the above mentioned case, afford one 
amongst a thousand evidences around us, 
of the rapid increase of radicalism in all depart 
ments of the body politic, and the manifest ten- 
dency, all over our land, to corruption in oar ju- 
diciary. Whenever men are taught to believe 
that might is right, that they may under certain 
circumstances ignore and over-ride the law, and 
go "unwhipped of justice," we may bid farewell 
to a "well appointed judiciary," which is m 
"intimately connected with personal liberty and 
the rights of property." What benefit will re 
suit from passing laws if they arc not executed 
as they are written? How soon will the judici 
arylose its high position in the confidence of the 
people, if judges advise young men, when thev 
have been "wronged," to spend every dollar they 
have on earth, and all they can beg and borrow, 
and then "starve upon the track of the villain," 
if, by so doing, they can imbrue their hands in 
the blood of the "villain." 

Il such remarks as those of Judge Nuttall are 
to be tolerated from the Bench, if judges are to 
be allowed to declare when the laws are and 
when thev are not sufficient, and to advise the 



people to decide the matter for themselves, if 



juries are to decide what the laws ought to be and 
not what they arc, then the judges and the juries 
between them will make the laws, and there will 
no longer be any necessity of Legislatures for 
the enacting of statutes for the suppression of 
crime and the protection of property. If Judge 
Nuttall's views are to be recognized as authori 
tative upon the subject in question, the next 
General Assembly of Kentucky had better pass 
a law making every man his own avenger, i 
declaring that it shall be legal for a man to shoot 
upon sight any one who may have invaded his 
domestic sanctity by seducing his wife, daughter 
or sister. There would then be no necessity for 
judges and juries to perjure themselves in order 
to carry out what they conceive be justice, in 
opposition to what they know to be the law.

Mr. Editor: The funeral rites and ceremonies 
over the mortal remains of our venerated, much 
beloved, and universally esteemed friend, and 
brother, the Rev. B. T. Crouch, Sr., was yester 
day solemly and appropriately performed, by ex- 
hortation, singiDg, and prayer by several of the 
leading ministers of Louisville, with the Masons 
and Odd Fellows, attended by a large concourse 
of citizens and friends of the deceased. 

It is not my purpose to enter into a lengthen 
ed detail as to the many noble traits of character 
which adorned this sainted man of God, as more 
gifted and abler pens than mine will, I doubt not, 
give an extended account of his long eventful 
life of faithful and devoted services in the minis 
try of his Heavenly Father. But I desire, as a 
friend and neighbor, and one who has known him 
long and well, to point out some of the leading 
traits of character which caused hist to bo loved 
and revered as a man and christian, and gave him 
that wide spread influence and popularity which 
he justly enjoyed. 

To his pleasant affable manner, with a natural 
dignity of address, he possessed, in an eminent 
degree, that high sense of honor which impelled 
him to carry out, to the lettter and spirit, all his 
promises, both temporal? and spiritually. To 
this distinguished trait of character he owed 
much of his popularity and influence, and it 
would be well for society were we all more con- 
scientious in strictly carrying out this principle by 
following his example, as he rarely, if ever, fail- 
ed to attend his appointments; neither intensely 
cold weather, with the various vicissitudes of sea- 
sons, ever deterred him from filling his engage- 
ments; notwithstanding his constitution was very 
frail for more than forty years, yet, by his tem- 
perate, prudent, and regular habits, controlled by 
a well balanced and highly cultivated intellect, 
lis life was prolonged for upwards of three score 
years for the good of his fellow beings; and it 
may truly be said, that he never spent an idle 
hour; when at his own domicile in our village, 
if not engaged in studying, or writing, or a few 
fleetins; hours in entertaining friends, he was la 
boring incessantlv with his own hands, under his 
own vine and fig tree, to provide for the temporal 
wants of his large family; and, when not thus 
engaged, he frequently visited the membership 
of his church, but made it more especially his 
province, to visit the sick, poor, needy, and dis 
tressed, not only in our vicinity, but surrounding 
country, without regard to sect, name, or order. 
To the former, on all suitable occasions, he min- 
stered to their spiritual wants in a becoming and 
suitable manner by word, admonition, and pray- 
er; and none but those who have been frequently 
ith him. at the bed-side of the afflicted, can 
properly appreciate the power and influence this 
man of God exerted, not only over the penitent, 
but also the ungodly. And he was ever ready 
to extend the hand and purse, liberally, to the 
poor, needy, and distressed, wherever found. And 
who does not know, that knew him at all, that 
he was ever a leader in establishing, 
ing, and perpetuating, by his wise, prudent, and 
sagacious councils, all the leading, benevolent, 
and philanthropic societies of our day. Especial 
ly was he a powerful and efficient advocate of the 
temperance cause. 

As a minister, in expounding and enforcing 
the truths of the gospel, he had but few equals, if 
any superiors. Being possessed, naturally, of a 
strong, clear, and discriminating mind, wellstor 
ed with biblical lore, he enforced his views and 
propositions with that terseness, clearnesj 
perspicuity of language, which rarely, if 
failed in engrafting conviction upon the minds of 
an intelligent audience. 
It is hardly necessary to add a word in relation to 
the high standing in which he was held by hit 
brethren in the ministry, being elected by them, in 
regular succession, for a number of years, as 
member of the General Conference, whenever he 
would consent to attend. The Methodist church, 
in the death of this truly good, highly gifted, 
faithful, and devoted minister, has lost one of 
her brightest ornaments, and this community one 
of her most beloved and best of citizens, and I 
may add, that it will send a pang of sorrow and 
grief to the bosom of his many devoted friends 
throughout this wide spread commonwealth, as 
he was more extensively known and appreciated 
through central and southern Kentucky than anv 
other minister within my knowledge. 

But Oh ! what is this grief compared to the 
loss which his sorrow stricken wife, and fond and 
devoted sons and daughters, must sustain. Their 
loss is irreparable, and leaves a void which can 
never be filled. But they have the consoling and
